IsCews of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


Ex-Senator J. J. Ingalls of Kansas has 


written a loug article on the complications 
growing oat of tbe New Orleans affair. 
He 


says tbe massacre of the prisoners was 
ferocioas, truculent, savage and deplora- 
ble, but the blow fell upon its victims, not 
because they were Italians, bat because 
they were tbe incorrigible enemies of eoo:al 
order sod the safety of tbe State. "The 
Courts of Judge Lynob," says tbe Senator, 
•'are informal, prompt and inexpensive; 
they are the tribunals of lust resort, and 
their verdicts ore generally just. Fewer 
innocent men have been hanged or shot 
by mobs in the last century than bave 
perished on the scaffold under due sentence 
of law. Tbe action of the Italian Govern- 
ment in recalling Boron Favn in advance 
of judicial inquiry by the authorities of 
Louisiana and demanding assurances of 
reparation and indemnity from the Gov- 
ernment of the United States before any 
liability has been ascertained was petulent 
and undignified. Ignorance of the meth- 
ods and centripetal and centrifugal forces 
of tbe Constitution in the Marquis di 
Rddini might be excused when it is re- 
membered that so many of our own citizens 
are unfamiliar with the provisions of our 
organic law, but the suggestion of an 
amendment to the American Ministry, if 
made ns reported, was offensively imperti- 
ncct. 


"The diplomatic incident is ;ike an 


operatic rehears*?, with its cheup hero nod 
tawdry chorus. It vividly recalls General 
Bourn, as be swaggers, boggte-eyed, with 
rubicund nose find dyed mustache, across 
the ttage and declining tbe tendered 
courtesy of a snuff-box, discharges Ms 
pistol in tbe flies and inhales sulphurous 
smoke from tbe muzzle with convulsive 
snorts of savage satisfaction. 
T^"The Italian Government is in the posi- 
tion of a gsutltmtn who, supposing there 
in a chair behind him, gits down upon tbe 
floor. The spectators are by politeness 
compelled to express concern, but it is 
with difficulty they restrain their mirth. 
Tne Marquis can now get op and dost him- 
self at bis leisure. lu continuing corre- 
spondence with the Government of bis Ma- 
jesty tbe occasion is favorable for Mr. 
Blame to intimate, it ptrmitted by tbo 
etiquette of diplomacy, that from a nation 
where brigandage is an established and 
recognized industry aud pauperism nn or- 
ganized institution, this spasm of indigna- 
tion is suspiciously inopportune and sug- 
gests a domestic crisis ra.her than foreign 
complication. 
Ho might any, and aUo 


with tbe applause of tbe American people, 
that the contributions from Italy to our 
citizanship are largely undesirable. There 
are honorable exceptions, but the bulk of 
Italian immigrants would make good 
strangers. For centuries we have not been 
insisting upon the doctrine of expatriation. 
The fathars declared that this country was 
a refuge for the oppressed. We have all 
sung 'Hail Co'lumbia' and 'YankeeDoodle," 
and made every day in tbe calendar tbe 
4th of July, till we find ourselves suddenly 
confronted with an appalling emergency. 
The public domai D is practically exhausted, 
and there are no more free homes on the 
prories of the West. The crisis predicted 
by Maeanlay is upon ns, and the assimi- 
lating power of American inbtitattoos has 
apparently ceased."

The Farmers' Alliance In California—A

NATIONALISTS CONVICTED. 


A colony of Nationalists established 


themselves at Kawpah, Kern county, Cali- 
fornia, within the limits of the Yosemite 
National Park. They were to carry out as 
near as might be the ideas embraced in 
Bellamy's "Looking 
Backward." 
The 


leaders, it appears, were swindlers, whose 
object was to make money, though tbe 
principles of tbe Nationalists is to conduct 
the affairs of the Government without tbe 
filthy lucre. 
They settled on what they 


knew to be a Government reservation, and 
induced believers in tbe Bellamy theory of 
Government to join them, not, however, 
without contributing liberally in coin to 
the common fund. 
As they were within 


the lines of the National Park they were 
driven out by troops sent to dislodge 
them and convicted of trespassing and cat- 
ting timber on the reservation. 


The condition of the majority of the 


colonists, who came from the East upon 
the representations of the leaders that they 
would have an earthly paradise in their 
new homes, is said to be most distressing, 
many of them being unable to get tbe com- 
mon necessaries of life, h wing Riven all 
they possessed to the founders of the 
colony. ; 


The President lu Texns.

PALESTINE, Tex., April 18.—The Presi- 


dent arrived here at 8 o'clock this morning 
and was greeted by a large crowd assembled 
at the sation. He made a speech and held 
a short reception. The President was form- 
ally received by tbe Oovernor of the State 
and the Mayor and City Council of Pales- 
tine. The Governor was accompanied by 
Senator Reagnn and a cotnuiittaa of ladies 
Governor Hogg welcomed the party on be- 
half of the State, and Mayor Pratt on bo- 
half of tbe city. 


Ihe President and Secretary Busk both 


made speeches, and after a bbort reception 
the train bore the party to Houston, when 
the enthusiasm shown at Palestine was re- 
peated on a much larger scale. The streets 
wern decorated and thronged with people. 
Tbe Presidential party was entertained at 
lunch at the Capital Hotel. 
A committee 


of ladies deoorattd tbe President's car with 
flowers during his abeetice. 
Postmaster 


General Wanamaker left the party at Pal- 
estine to visit his sister. He will rejoin the 
President at Galveston 


GALVEBTON, April 18.—The President 


had a royal reception at Galveetoa this aft- 
ernoon find this evening, and the people 
turned out en masse. A special coach con- 
taining the Galveston reception committee 
met the Presidential train at Houston. On 
the arrival of the tr.iia at Galveston, a mil- 
itary salute was fired. Tbe city bells were 
rung and all the steamers and tugs in tbe 
harbor whistled their loudest. 


Tbe city troops, Masonic and oiv.c or- 


ganizations were .present iu force and nil 
joined in cheering the distinguished visi- 
tors in a moat enthusiastic manner. The 
demonstration was a gratifying one in 
every respect. The procession was quickly 
formed and escorted the President and 
party to the Mallcry steamship, on which 
they made a short trip on the bay for tbe 
purpose of inspecting tbe extensive harbor 
improvements now in progress. Re turn- 
ing from the jetties the party entered car- 
riages and joined tbe parade. 
Tbe G. A. 


R. posts acted as a committee of escort to 
the President, marching on either side of 
his carriage. The rest of the line was com- 
posed of militia, Masonic and other bodies, 
school children, and labor organizations. 
The procession passed over the beautifully 
decorated route, one feature of which was 
nn immense floral arch, and finally passed 
in review before the President. The school 
children threw flowers at the President's 
feet as they passed and built a small-sized 
hill in front of the stand. After the review 
the President and parly were entertained 
at Sapper at the Beach Hotel, daring which 
the President was serenaded by the bond. 
The party then repaired tt> the balcony, 
where, in the presence of an immense 
throng of 
people, the President was 


formally welcomed to the Gulf by General 
Waul on behalf of the Mayor, who, though 
present, was too ill to speak. The Presi- 
dent returned his thanks in a feeling 
speech. Addresses were also made by 
Governor Hogg and Secretary Busk. A 
public reception followed and a fine dis- 
play of fireworks ended the ceremonies.

The Surplus Disappearing;.

WASHINGTON, April 18, — Prospective 


large payments on account of pensions, 
publio workp, maturing bonds, etc., and

sulting possibilities of the disappearance 
of the surplus, is causing some uneasiness 
among the financial officers of tbe Treas- 
ury.

and new potatoes were offered for sale in 
the markets.

stallotion ball at Lake's Hotel in Reno and 
eighty tickets were sold at $5 each. 


On the 22d of March George Hymers 


fell from a cart and broke bis arm, and on 
the 9th ot May the citizens of Beno held a 
meeting to take measures for the prevention 
of small pox among the Indians. 


About this time Smith Hill commenoec 


preparations to introduce water into Reno 
the Masons and Odd Fellows located a 
cemetery; the school census showed thai 
there were 164 children in Repo district be- 
tween the ages of six and eighteen. 


Steps were taken by the Methodists to 


ward the erection of a char oh edifice and 
$1,600 was raised by subscription for that 
purpose, 


Jane 14th a special election for the lo 


cation of the county seat was held through 
out the coanty, and the majority in favor 
of locating it in Reno was 182. 


In July the population of Reno was 


1,200, and there were no vacant houses in 
he town. 


August 31st Wells, Fargo & Co. 's stage 


was stopped by two men about five miles 
'rom Reno and the treasure box robbed of 
$1,300. 


Dyer's stage to Carson was stopped near 


.he Tamelec mill and robbed by three men 
armed with shotguns. 


November 5th the east-bound passenger 


rain on the C. P. B. R. was boarded at 
Verdi by a gang of five men, who detached 
he eng'ne and express car, and ran them 
down the road to within five miles of Reno, 
where they stopped them and robbed the 
xpress car of $41,600.

Out of Kilter. 


Kilter or kelter was an "Anglicism" 


long before it was an "Americanism." 
Skinner, in 1671, has "Kelter; he is not 
yet in kelter, nondum est paratus." It 
is also given in a reprint of Bay's collec- 
tion of 1691. 
The k before i points to a 


Scandinavian origin. Cf. Dan. Mite, to 
truss, tuck tip, whence E. kilt. Eietz 
gives Swed. dial., kilter band, a band 
for holding up tucked up clothes; kiltra- 
sig, to gird up, tuck up, and fasten. The 
metaphor is obvious enough. 


This word kelter, as it should be 


spelled, is given in Johnson's Dictionary, 
and derived from the Danish kelter, to 
gird. A quotation is given from Bar- 
row's works, where the word is tised. 
Bailey in his Etymological Dictionary, 
derives it from the Latin cultura. Hali- 
well ("Dictionary of Archaic and Pro- 
vincial Words") gives it as used in the 
east of England both as a substantive 
and as a verb. It is a word of every-day 
use in Surrey and Susses, in the sense of 
order or Condition. The Eev. W. D. 
Parish, in hia "Dictionary of the Sussex 
Dialect," notices it in the phrase, "This 
farm seems in very good 'kelter.'" J 
have often heard it used in the same 
way, and anything that is out of condi- 
tion is described as being "outo" kelter." 


On reference to the publications of the 


English Dialect society it will be seen 
that the word is of very general use 
throughout England. In the neighbor- 
hood of Whitby it occurs as a verb and 
a substantive, and in the mid and east 
Yorkshire glossaries also; it is used also 
in west Cornwall, Hampshire and the Isle 
of Wight. In west Somerset, in Sheffield 
and in Huddersfleld the word means 
money. These references will be suffi- 
cient to show that the expression is not 
an Americanism, but that the word haa 
found, and still finds, aplaceinvernacu 
lar English.—Notes and Queries.
